We indorse the President’s view of our international obliga- 
tions and commend Democrats in Congress for voting against 
reservations designed-to cut to pieces the vital provisions of 
the Versailles treaty and against resolutions for a separate 
peace which ,would disgrace the nation.. We advocate prompt 
ratification of the treaty without reservations which would im- 
pair its essential. integrity, but we do. not oppose "reservations 
which would make more clear or specific our obligations to the 


associated nations. 
The Irish Plank. 


Under a plank adopted today by the Platform Committee, the 
Democratic Party would express sympathy with the aspirations of 
the Irish people for self-government, and pledge such action in the 
matter as would be consistent with international comity and usage.

Labor Investigators Ask It to Curb 
Terror in Hungary. 


Because a representative of, the British 
Government took a leading‘ part last 
Summer in arranging the terms upon 
which the Hungarian Communist Gov- 
érnment headed by Bela Kun agreed 
to surrender to the Hungarian group 
claiming ‘to represent law and orden and 
supported by the Bntente, Downing 
Street is held especially responsible for 
the failure of the leaders of the régime 
now in control in Budapest to lve up 
to these terms in the report made public 
by the British Labor Investigating Com- 
mittee upon its return to London early 
in June, 

This report, which was signed .by 
Colonel Josiah C. Wedgewood, M. P.; 
William Harris, J. B. Williams, F. W. 
Jowett, President of the. Independent 
Labor Party, and G. H. Stuart’ Bunning, 
Secretary of the British Postmen’s Fed- 
eration, was but briefly mentioned in the 
cable dispatchés, but: it was reproduced 
at some length in the Vienna Arbeiter- 
Zeitung of June 10.

It hag taken 
that long to ‘prove to practical men, 
whether workers er. security -owners, 
that there is nothing practical about 
theoretical benefits from reductions of 
dividends or wages below the yiews of 
those who receive dividends or wages.

withdrawal’of both from service of the 

public. Not ‘that ‘it is necessary to go 
the whole way with either of these de- 
mands. Some capitalists will put their 
means. at the service of the public 
more cheaply than others, and the 
lowest bid should be accepted that will 





procure Capital enough to meét the 





needs of the public. But it is neces- 
sary tO see and act on the fact that 
there is no economy in such under- 
Payment of capital that the meeds of 
the public cannot be satisfied. Capital 
is.a comméddity. 
According to the statute labor is not 
a commodity, and it is not practical to 
treat it with as little consideration as 
capital has received.

RUBBISH DISPOSAL. 

An. apparently -simple problem in 
economy is presented in the statement 
of the’New York Bureau of Municipal 
Research. ‘‘ Father Knickerbocker 
** will pay $3,500,000 to private indi- 
as viduals in 1920 for ‘dumping nearly 
“* $5,000,000 of values into the sea.’’ 
The ‘* vatues:*’ are in ashes, ribbish 
and garbage, and the process would 
seem to be almost as bad for the ocean 
as for Father Knickerbocker... The 
rock-bottom facts, however, are some- 
what ‘less sensational: 

Jf any value whatever is to be 
extracted from the city’s refuse, there 
will have to be reduction plants, the 
cost and management.of which present 
‘problems... As to the possible profits 
on the city’s refuse asa whole, the 
Civil @ngineer’ of’ the bureau, Mr. 
WiLLuAM A. Bassett, confesses that 
he can give no trustworthy estiniate. 
In the single item of garbage he esti- 
mates. that the annual-cost of plant 
for. Manhattan, Brooklyn and the 
Bronx, including both fixed and oper- 
ating, charges, would be $2,225,000, 
aia that the total gross revenue 
obtained from .the garbage would 
exevtd ‘this stim’ by ‘$1,250,000. "The 
annual profits from ashes and rub- 
bish, though indeterminable, would in 
all likelihood considerably swell this 
total—to which must be added a 
saving of most of the $38,500,000 now 
paid.fer dumping in -the sea. 

There is a fruitful opportunity ite 
for the municipal économist. ‘The big 
hotels are already ‘making a good 
profit by sorting and selling theit 
waste products. Worcester feeds PY 
large and prosperous colony of munic- 
ipal pigs, Ashes can be refired to 
produce considerable heat, and with 
the addition of .other inflammiable 
materials it is possible to. generate 
considerable electric light and power. 
In many. European cities. garbage end 
refuse are made to ‘yield really remark- 
able profits, In New York there is a 
very délicate’ question as to the loca- 
tion of the disposal” plants: Some 
years ago Statén Island. objected 
strenuously to being made the dump 
for the sister boroughs, and the objec- 
tion was comprehensible. . Neverthe. 
legs, the Borough of Richmond hag 
today its own disposal plants, is oper- 
ating them at a profit and without 
offense to -its citizens. The logical 
and economical way is for each bor- 
ough, even for smaller districts, to 
operate its own plant. By that means 
large sums can be saved: in. trans-

TEACHERS’ FREE. SPEECH. . 


Not a Question of Individual Free- 
dom, but Qualification for Teaching. 
To the Editor of The New York Times; 

Dr. Wolfson, Dr. Linville ‘and other 
teachers, in criticising the attitude of 
the Superintendent of our public schools, 
apparently fail to recognize the distine- 
tion between individual liberty and quali- 
fications for teaching. The’ prime object 
of public school. education, which justi- 
fies the expenditure of*huge amounts of 
public funds, is the trainirig of children 
for loyal and intelligent American citi- 
zenship.. Theories and views which are 
opposed to. the fundamental principles 
of our Government and. to the general 
conception of niorality and ‘social order, 
while they may be tolerated in the in- 
dividual, constitute grave disqualifica- 
tions for teaching in the public schools, 
The right of free thought and free ‘speech 
does not include the right, at public ex- 
pense, to exert an influence and incul- 
cate views in the minds of impression- 
able pupils which tend to defeat the ob- 
ject for which the’ schools are main- 
tained. 

A teacher, and seasticlintor a Principal, 
ofa large public school, speaks ‘with 
authority and exerts an influence in the 
community by virtue of his important 
position which he could never approach 
in his individual ‘capacity. It is. one 
thing to.recognize the right of freé 
thought and free speech in the individ- 
ual, and it ig quite another thing to give 
that individual a standing, a public in- 
dorsement, and an influencé with his 
pupils and in’ the community “which is 
derived from his position as the head 
of a great schodl,- A Syperintendent 
charged with the duty of passing judg- 
‘ment on the qualifications of teachers 
must consider not only intellectual at- 
tainments, but the influence. of the 
teacher upon the minds and character 
of the pupils. If he conscientiously be- 
lieves that the teacher is. exerting an 
unwholesome influence on the pupils, 
hé must frankly-say so, but it is wholly 
illogical and unfair to consider ‘such 
judgment as an invasion of the individ- 
ual right. of, free’ thought and free 
bepeech. 

A.man or, woman who believes in Fube

To the Editor of The New York Times: 

By praising San Francisco for the excel- 
lent manner in which the city is entertain- 
ing the delegates to the Democratic Na- 
tional Convention you are justly rendering 
unto Caesar the things that are Cuesar’s, 
but ere you not overstating its faults-as a 
future convention city?

American participation in the regatta 
thus is reduced to the four-oared race 
for the Stewards’ Challenge Cup and the 
eight-cared event for the Thames Chal- 
lenge Cup. 

The four of the Union Boat Club of 
Boston tomorrow will take the water ih 
the Stewards’ Challenge “Cup event 
against the Magdalen crew, Oxford. 
Rowing critics, who had praised. -the 
make-up of the American eight, predict 
that the Boston quartet will Wave no 
chance against the crack Oxford crew. 

It ig doubtful whether finer or-pluckier 


day by the Americans ever were wit- 
nessed on this historic course. The time 
of the Boston eight is regarded as ex- 
ceptionally good, considering the heavy 

Chanler’s effort to save the day for 
the Americans in the Diamond Sculls is 
universally lauded. It is conceded that 
the wind, which was a factor in the de- 
feat of the eight-oared crew, was even a 
greatr handicap for Chanler.

Largest Possible Measure of Co- 
operation Sought — Pennsy!- 
vania Lifts Embargoes. 





A definite move to relieve the national #¢ 
transportation situation was taken by 
the Association of Railway Executives 
yesterday by the appointment of a ¢om- 
mittee, Headed by Daniel Willard, Presi- 
dent of the.

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Rockefellér Foundation has just been 
completed by President:George kK. Vin- 
cent. The first installment made public 
yesterday deals with the Foundation’s 
campaign for the eradication of -yellow 
fever ahd fts health activities in thirty- 
nine différent governmental areas. 
“To eradicate yellow fevor from these 
seed-beds (Guayaquil in Ecuador, Me- 
rida in Yucatan, suspected aréas ih 
Venezuela, along the coasts of Brazil 
and along the west coast of Africa) is 
the high adventure upon - which the. 
Rockefeller Foundation embarked in 1918 
under the leadership of General William 
C..Gorgas. The results so far heve been 
substantial and encouraging,’’. said the 
report. 

The campaign for tne eradication of 
yellow fever was based upon the discov- 
ery already made by Drs. Finlay, Reed, 
Lazear and others in Cuba that yellow 
fever is carried from one person to.an- 
other by a femalé mosquito of the spe- 
-cles known as Stegomyia. 

The report narrates the work of Dr. 
Hideyo Noguchi and the’ discovery of a 

‘“minute, delicate; threadlike, spiral or- 
ganism called the jaundice maker.’’ The 
doctor. did not profess that ‘he had dis- 
covéred the germ of yellow fever, but 
he was given ample opportunity to test) 
hig ‘discovery... A serum prepared from 
‘the \jaundice maker was administered 
with apparently favorable effect. .** It 
secms mopre than likely,"’ the report con- 
tinued,‘ “‘ that a means of identifying 
—_ eieke iuas been found, and that 

‘chances are good of substantially 
sor. at the mortulity of the - disease— 
that a vaccine can be°made which, ap- 

rently proiecs hon-imniunes against 
fitection.’ 

In the fight to eliminate the Stegomyia 
mosquito fisli were used, and these were 
placed in water containers to eat the 
mosquito eggs. The first kind of fish 
Was nervous, easily frightened and short 
lived. A hardy fish was next*drafted, 
but it proved so vigorous that it was 
always jumping out of the - water. 
Finally, a satisfactory fish was obtained 
with a sufficient appetite. 

‘It is too early to affirm that.yellow 
Yever has been “continued eradicated 
from Guayaquil,” contin the report. 
“ Wigilance will not be axed for a 
year at least. Nev oh, wong the possi- 
bilities of control have been convincingly 
demonstrated. Guayaquil, the chief 
seed-bed of yellow fever, has-been free 
from the. disease for months. General 
Gorgas’s -ambition to write ‘The Last 
Chapter. of Yellow Fever‘ seems no 
utopian dream.’
